We cast anchor at AlHriham Hay, on the sou^ne 
ern Bide of the island and pretty well toward tne 

northern end. 

After breakfast we delayed for a while 
going ashore for the passing of a squall coming in 

from the Porth. 

On landing we found the island very roarc^ 
and the bush scrubber and somewhat scattered and 
varying with the soil from little to considerable.
